Mr. Miles said: We have no persona} in- 
terests in these awards.

It 
was submitted to the National Commission 
this morning. and probably came up before 
them at thig;morning’s session. I cannot give 
you a copy of this letter as it is an important 
document, and I could not give it to you be- 
fore it goes to the commission... 

Is this the first protest you have had from 
the American exhibiters on the question of 
awards?” 

It is the first that has been made for some 
time. That is what caused the piano firms to 
withdraw, you know, and there has been some 

dissatisfaction over the system in the past.“ 


STATE COMMISSIONERS TAKE IT UP. 
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Commissioners, so far as he had been able to 
learn, were strongly opposed to the one-man 
expert plan of passing upon exhibits. 

No Objections to the Plan. 

E. C. Hovey of Massachusetts said that the 
rule against talking for publication prevented 
him from saying anything, but he was willing 
to be quoted as stating that it was his opinion 
that, given expertness and honesty, I see 
no possible objection to the plan submitted 
by Mr. Thacher.

expert giving every exhibiter a medal and di-

Austria holds a prominent place among 
art-producing countrigs, yet the number _ 
works exhibited if compared with that 


out of the Thirty Years’ War. The dramatic 
episode is presented in a spirited and master- , 
ly composition, and the technical qualities of 
the painting are sufficient to make it a re- 
markable work. Another large work is one 
which was painted on a commission from 
the Austrian Emperor by Julius von Payer, 
formerly an officer in the imperial navy, 
who, with Weyprecht, undertook a 
journey to the North Pole in 1872.74. The 
picture represents a scene which occurred 
after the party had abandoned their vessel 
and started homewards. Some of the men 
wished to go back to their boats, but Wey- 
precht exhorted them to push on, Which they 
did, and were eventually saved. Never Go 
Back is the title. 

Works which are well known through repro- 
ductions are the famous Five Senses, by 
Hans Makart, the life-sized female.figures so 
full of sensuous grace and rich color. These 
panels are given a place of honor in the cen- 
tral gallery. Another characteristic work by 
Makart is his Falconer,” a beautiful woman 
in a rich medieval costume of velvet holding 
a falcon on her left hand and his cap in her 
right.

LORD SALISBURY’S SPEECH. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech is disappointingly 
tame. It could not have been received With 
much favor by the Ulster hot-heads, and it 
cannot fail to have a depressing effect on 
Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Bartley, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, and their fellows who have 
been obstructing the passage of the home rule 
bill in Parliament. The Tory ex-Premier in 
effect rebukes them and asserts that their pol- 
icy is tactically wrong. Mr. Gladstone said 
that before Lord Salisbury said it and per- 
mitted some amendment of the bill in order 
to take advantage of the fact at some future 
time. By amending the bill the Tories 
have made it their. own in part; they have 
acknowledged that it is not wholly bad, and 
they have to some extent accepted its princi- 
ple. Lord Salisbury is acute enough to see 
that that line of policy, if pursued, will get 
his party into trouble. Hence he says that he 
can see no advantege in delay or in prolonged 
discussion of the measure, and deems it ad- 
visable to quicken the committee stage, for— 


It must not be supposed that the Unionists have 
any idea of amending the bill with the view of 
making it acceptable to the country at large. 
On the contrary, they only desire to exhibit to 
the British people the real nature of the calami- 
ties it would entail if it became law.

ARTINGSTALL’S WATER-SUPPLY SCHEME. 

Mr. Artingstall’s scheme to provide a suffi- 
cient supply of water for the Northwestern 
section of the city is simple and comparative- 
ly inexpensive. It can be put into operation 
in brief time if the Council gives the neces- 
sary order. It simply proposes to utilize the 
surplus which can be pumped through the 
Lake View tunnel for the people who have 
not enough of water now. The tunnel ca- 
pacity of the Lake View works is 60, 
000,000 gallons daily. The pumping 
capacity is about 36,000,000 gallons. 
Only 10,000,000 gallons are now used. 
Without adding tothe tunnel or pumping 
capacity over 25,000,000 gallons daily will 
be available for the northwest section. This 
will be more than sufficient for the present. 
By additions to the pumping capacity of the 
Lake View works 50,000,000 gallons daily 
can be made available. To utilize this great 
supply of water in the section where there is 
scarcity now approaching a famine it is only 
necessary to lay a two-foot main in some 
north and south street thoroughfare which 
passes through the section south from the big 
three-foot water main in Sulzer street. The 
entire work can be done for $90,000. 

The erection of new pumping works would 
cost at least $150,000 and it would take a 
year to erect them. Mr. Artingstall’s plan 


| should be adopted at once, since the people 


need the water. It is singular that a scheme 
80 obviously simple was not proposed long 
ago. Mr. Artingstall's scheme for Lake View 
is the first step in a system of proper distribu- 
tion and ought to be followed up. ‘If there is 
judicious distribution of the water supply 
there will be sufficient for all parts of the city 
and there will be no good reason to complain. 


THE CITY AND THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD 

Judge Collins has decided that a number of 
the gracks of the Pennsylvania road laid by it 
east of Stewart avenue were put down without 
authority and that the city can remove them 
if it sees fit. While the railroad company 
may carry this question toa higher court if it 
chooses to do go, it is clear that it would be 
beaten there. If it wishes to maintain tracks 
east of Stewart avenue it must get, what it has 
not now, permission from the city. The road 
is very anxious to use for switch yard pur- 
poses those tracks which it laid without au- 
thority. Were it compelled to remove them 
and establish its yards elsewhere it would be 
put to inconvenience and loss. 

It is not the desire of the city to injure the 
railroad company, but it must insist on the 
removal of those tracks unless the road will 
agree to go up in the air and make the cross- 
ings safe. If it will not accede to that then 
the police should go down in the Town of 
Lake and tear up every rail which has been 
laid unlawfully across any city street. 

Track elevation has to come ultimately. It 
is a mere question of time, as the railroad 
men understand perfectly. Therefore the 
cheapest and simplest course for the Pennsyl- 
vania road to take is to come to terms now 
and make an agreement with the authorities 
which will enable it to carry out its plans for 
its switch yard. The road cannot plead pov- 
erty. It has been compelled to get off the 
surface in Philadelphia, a smaller city than 
this. It cannot complain if it isordered to do 
the same thing here. , 

The Corporation Counsel has attended to 
his part of the business in a most satisfactory 
manner. He has obtained from the courts a 
decision in favor of the city and against the 
road. The Mayor and the Council should 
take the matter up now and stick to it till the

The sound Sunday doctrine is that laid 
down in the Illinois law—that no one must 
disturb the peace and good order of society 
by any Sunday labor, diversion, or amuse- 
ment. Therefore if the shaving of a man by 
a barber Sunday, the rentmg of boats at 
the parks, or of picnic grounds, and the open- 
ing of theaters disturb the peace and good 
order of society they can be stopped. If not 
they must be allowed to continue. 


THERE are indications that the railway mag- 
nates are coming round to common-sense 
views in regard to rates of transportation to 
and from the World’s Fair. Several of those 
in the East have been in conference on the 
subject and are understood to have taken 
counsel with practical men in this vicinity, 
with the result that they have nearly reached 
a conclusion calculated to vastly enlarge the 
tide of travel to and from Chicago the eoming 
summer, They see teason to think the rates 
on which they resolved some months ago are 
regarded by the public as partially prohibitive, 
and that to insist on them in all pfobability 
would limit the number of visitors from afar 


to be purchased with fhein is really desired. 
To the masses a small number of dollars more 
or less is of sufficient importance to influence 
the decision to do er not to do, and in this case 
the question to go or not to go would be 
answered in the negative by thousands who 
would like to visit the Fair, but look on the 
transportation charge as too high to be at- 
tractive. In recognizing this fact the railroad 
magnates will decide in favor of their stock- 
holders as well as of the public. By agreeing 
to put down rates to a low point they will im- 
mensely stimulate travel and cause their lines 
to be patronized by thousands instead of tens 
or hundreds. They will have all the traffic 
they want to handle and verify to their own 
satisfaction the old-fashioned remark thata 
nimble sixpence is much to be preferred to a 
slow shilling. 


A WELI-INFORMED correspondent of the 
Record at Springfield corroborates Taz T- 
UNE’s assertion that the Democratic managers 
do not want a Congressional apportionment 
bill pressed at this session. He says: 

They [the Democratic managers] have now 
Gen. J. C. Black and the Hon. Andy Hunter as 
Congressmen-at-large, and they want them in 
the campaign next year to assist in electing a 
Legislature which will choose a successor to 
Senator Cullom. The apportionment bill does 
not provide a district for either of these gentle- 
men, and it would be a direct slap to retire them 
after one term when they had been instrumentai 
in carrying the State. For this reason thereis a 
lukewarm feeling about the apportionment and 
a disposition to allow Gen. Black and Mr. Hunter 
to serve the customary second term as an indorse- 
ment. b : 

Add to this the facts that the Congressional 
apportionment scheme would deprive South- 
err? Illinois of one Congressman and would 
give two additional Representatives to Chi- 
cago, and it will be readily understood why 
the Egyptian Bourbons and their men, Car- 
son, Black, McGhee, and Brandt, are oppos- 
ing the Democratic caucus scheme of appor- 
tionment. They are acting apparently under 
the instructions of the Morrison-St. Louis 
clique. Gov. Altgeld will have to call an ex- 
tra session or we will have no new apportion- 
ment before the election of the next batch of 


Congressmen from Illinois. 


Is THERE any real necessity for increasing 
the West Side Park taxes? Senator Nvonan, 
who is the attorney of the West Park Board, 
has introduced two bills at Springfield for 
that purpose. One proposes to add one mill 
to the rate of general taxation. The other 
proposes a special tax on fronting property 
for boulevard purposes. The latter may be 
all right, as the boulevard property-owners 
can stand the assessment, but the humble tax- 
payers of the West Division are disposed to 
object to the one mill addition. Two years 
ago the General Assembly authorized the 
West Park Board to borrow one million dol- 
lars for park improvement and boulevard ex- 
tension. There has been no satisfactory re- 
portasto the expenditure of that money. 
Until there is the General Assembly should 
not give the Park Board authority to raise ad- 
ditional money by taxation. There long has 
been an impression that the finances of the 
West Park Board have been managed rather 
loosely. At least itseems that there is little 
to show for the tnoney expended, In this 


matter the West Park management has been

Is there any person having authority in Chi- 
cago who will call the attention of the Secre- 
tary of War to this matter?. The Drainage 
Board ought to do so, for it is of vital im- 
portance to it that the South Branch be 
widened at this narrow point, but the Trustees 


cannot be relied upon to do their duty. As 


the encroachments referred to have interfered 
with the usefulness of the stream for purposes 
of navigation the Mayor ought to communi- 
cate with the War Department at once and 
ask that the great powers of the General Gov- 
ernment be exerted to drive away these ob- 
structionists who are crippling the commerce 
of the city. The Mayor cannot attend to this 
too soon. 


Arb. Hersvurn’s proposal to redistrict the 
city into wards seems to bea commendable 
one. It is notorious that the various sections 
of Chicago now are re ted unfairly in 
the City Council. The e r provides that 
the city shall be divided into wards from time 
to time in such a way as will secure equitable 
representation in the municipal legislature. 
The wards should be of compact and contigu- 
ous territory and nearly equal in population, 
but they do not answer chat description just 
now. Thus the Twelfth Ward, which has a pop- 
ulation of more than 60,000 and nearly 14,000 
voters, is represented in the Council by the 
same number of Aldermen as the Twenty- 
eighth with only 12,700 population and less 
than 2,500 voters. In the same way the 
Thirtieth Ward with 70,000 people and 15, 
000 voters has only two representatives in 
the Council, while the Seventeenth Ward with 
31,000 people and less than 5,000 voters has 
two, Other inequalities could be pointed out. 
This is a good time to redistrict. The Senatorial | 
apportionment bill is now alaw. The wards 
can be made so as to conform to the bounda- 
ries and thus the political divisions can be 
simplified in such manner that even the Dem- 
ocratic politicians may understand it.

DUTIES ON EXHIBITS AT THE FAIR. 


Regulations Governing Sales Made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 25.— [Special. In- 
quiry at the Treasury Department shows that the 
Exposition officials are merely carrying out the 
provisions of the law governing the free im- 
portation of articles intended for exhibition at 
the Exposition. Furthermore it is stated that 
never in the history of the government, where a 
tariff was in operation, has more latitude been 
given regarding the importation free of dutiable 
articles. According to the law of April 25, 1890, 
copies of which have been furnished to all per- 
sons intending to make exhibits at the Fair, it is 
stated:

‘Make the Run from Chicago in Twenty 
for the Service and a Vestibuled Train 
Will Start from Each End Daily—Din- 
ers to Be Well Catered To.

The latest and most remarkable achieve- 
ment in this line is to be credited to the Lake 
Shore and Mi Southern, which road, in 
its endeavor to keep pace with the greatness 
of Chicago and the Fair, has made arrange- 
ments whereby the New-Yorker can make 
the trip. from his city to Chicago in 
the unprecedented time of twenty hours. 
This new service will be inaugurated S y 
afternoon, when the first train will leave Chi- 
cago on its reeord-breaking trip, hauling offi- 
cers of the road and invited guests. This train 
is called the Exposition Flyer and will leave 
Lake Shore depot at 2 p. m. daily. The first 
stop will be made at Elkhart at 4:21 p. m., 
then Toledo at 7:10, and Cleveland at 9:27 
p.m. Erie is reached at 11:26 p. m. and 
New York at 11 a. m., Eastern time. Return- 
ing to Chicago the Flyer leaves New York at 
3p. m., Erie at 12:36 a. m., Cleveland 
at 2:37, Toledo at 5:01, Elkhart at 
7:42, and arriving at Chicago at 10. The 
route is over the Sandusky and Air Line 
divisions. The time is twenty hours, includ- 
ing stops. The distance is 980 miles, and the 
speed would be forty-nine miles an hour with- 
out stops; but allowing for the stops the prob- 
able rate of speed will be sixty miles an hour. 
This fast service, heretofore un en 
for the distance, is one of the ts of Amer- 
can science in producing engines capable of 
running 100 miles or more an hour, 
keeping up that rate of speed as long as may 
be .
